He paid the greatest attention to breeding Hounds for nose, stoutness, 
and speed, and was so successful in the attempt, that his pack became the 
fountainhead from which flowed the best blood in every kennel 

Hugo Meynell, Esq., of Quorndon, in the county of Leicester, was un- 
doubtedly the most successful Sportsman of his time, producing the steadiest, 
wisest, best, and handsomest pack of Fox-Hounds in the kingdom. His ob- 
ject in breeding Hounds was to combine strength with beauty, and steadiness 
with high mettle 

His idea of perfection of shape was short backs, open bosoms, straight 
legs, and compact feet, as the greatest and first considerations in form 

The first qualities he considered, were fine noses, and stoutness in run- 
ning 

In the spring of the year, he broke in his Hounds at Hare, to find out 
their propensities, which, when at all flagrant, they early discovered; and he 
drafted them according to their defects 

After Hare-hunting, they were the remaining part of summer daily 
walked amongst Riot. 


When the hunting season commenced, his Hounds were hunted in the 


woodlands, amidst abundance of Foxes, for two months, 

In the month of November, the pack was carefully divided into the Old 
and Young Pack The Old Pack consisted of three-year-olds and upwards, 
and no two-year-old was admitted, unless a very high opinion was entertain- 
ed of his virtues and abilities 

The Young Hounds were hunted twice a week, as much in woodlands, 
as possible, and in the most unpopular coverts The Young Pack had al 
ways a few couple of steady old Hounds with them.

hollo the pack away; but do not attempt it, without such favourable circum- 
stance as a good rummaging in cover will do the Hounds service. When a 
Fox dwells in cover, and will not go away, the best plan is to leave him, and 
not kill him. Another day he will perhaps afford a good Run. 

Blood was a thing Mr. Meynell was more indifferent about than most 
owners of Hounds. The wildest packs of Hounds were known to kill the most 
Foxes in covert, but very seldom showed good Runs over a country. 

Hounds chopping Foxes in cover, is more a vice than a proof of their 
being good covert Hounds. 

Murdering Foxes is a most absurd prodigality. Seasoned Foxes are as 
necessary to sport as experienced Hounds. 

To obtain a good Run, your Hounds should not only have good abilities, 
but they should be experienced, and well acquainted with each other. To 
guide a scent well over a country, for a length of time, and through all the 
difficulties usually encountered, requires the best and most experienced abili- 
ties. A faulty Hound, or injudicious rider, by one improper step, may defeat 
the most promising Run. 

Gentlemen, and every person who makes Hunting his pursuit, should 
learn to ride judiciously to Hounds. It is a contemplative amusement; and 
much good diversion might be promoted by a few regular precautions. The 
principal thing to attend to, is not to ride near the Hounds, and always as 
much as possible anticipate a Check; by which means the leading men will 
pull their horses up in time, and afford the Hounds fair opportunity to keep 
the line of scent unbroken. Sheep, Cattle, Teams at plough, and Arable land, 
are all causes of checks. 

Thoughtless Sportsmen are apt to press too much on Hounds, particularly 
down a road. Every one should consider that every check operates against 
the Hounds, and that scent is of a fleeting nature-—soon lost-——never to be 
recovered. 

Mr. Meynell’s 
Two very extraordinary ones happened of a very rare description. One was a 
Run of one hour and twenty minutes without a check, and killed their Fox; 


Hounds had more good Runs than any pack of his day. 


the other was two hours and fifty minutes without a Cast, and killed. The 
Hounds in the first Run kept well together, and only two horses performed 
it: the rest of the Field were unequal to its fleetness. The other Run allud- 
ed to was performed by the whole pack; and though all were up at the Death, 
two or three slackened in their pace just at the last. One horse only went 
the whole of it. 

Mr. Meynell’s natural taste led him to admire large Hounds; but his ex- 
perience convinced him that small ones were generally the stoutest, soundest, 
and in every respect, the most executive. 

Various are the attentions necessary to manage a pack of Hounds, and 
quite sufficient to engage the occupation of an active man’s mind Should 
the Master of the Hounds have other important concerns to call his attention 
off, sensible and confidential agents and servants should be chosen in every 
department. 

Fox-hunting is a manly and fine exercise, affording health to the body, 
and matter and food for a contemplative mind. In no situation are the facul- 
ties of man more displayed. Fortitude, good sense, and collectiveness of 
mind, have a wide field for exercise; and a sensible Sportsman would be a 
respectable character in any situation of life. 

The Field is a most agreeable Coffee-house, and there is more real so 
ciety to be met with there than in any other situation of life It links all 
classes together, from the Peer to the Peasant. It is the Englishman’s pe- 
culiar privilege. It is not to be found in any other part of the globe, but in

In the old days when many of the 
Horse Shows were held in conjunet 
ion with fairs, the triple bar jump 
was held on the trotting tracks, and 
horses have been known to clear 
tremendous distances. In an exag- 
gerated form it can be a very danger- 
ous sort of jump, too, for the im- 
petus needed to clear the distance 
will often carry the poles snarled in 
the horses legs and cause terrific 
falls. Like everything else, however, 
it is only bad when overdone, and 
an inclosed ring usually keeps com 
petition within bounds.

STEEPLECHASING FOR SPORT 











Every once in a while a story comes out of the mass of news that becomes 
important, not because of its great value to the world, but because in its de- 
tail lies a wealth of human interest that appeals because people can under- 
stand the joy of victory, the pain of defeat, the work and devotion for a 
cause. Men plan and scheme for worldly possession. They lay their ideas 
before other men, they strive mightily that they may gain some material 
possessions. This is achievement by which men make their mark, for men 
are known for what they do 

There is a greater field even than success in the great national arena of 
commerce, of finance, or war and peace. The success of a job well done, be 
it ever so small, of a job in which the doing of it was not so much for the 
material gain, not so much for the addition to possessions but just for the sake 
of doing a good job well Around Nashville there has grown up a group of 
sportsmen who, as foxhunters, have been enjoying sport with the Hillsboro 
Hounds and the Iroquois Hunt. In 1937 these men decided they wanted to 
go into steeplechasing There were no facilities around Nashville, there 
were no particuarly well known steeplechase horses available, but they all 
had their hunting horses and it was to these horses that they turned for 
sport. They were all amateurs and they all had one thing in common, a de- 
sire to build a sporting tradition in their community. 

This year there were three steeplechases held with owners who ran their 
horses and rode them themselves, or with other amateurs up if they could 
not make the weights: the Green Pastures at Nashville May 4th, and the 
Foxview, on George Schwab, Jr.’s estate, ‘“‘Brentwood’’ on May 18th, and 
the final ‘chase on May 25th at Smyrna, near Smyrna, Tennessee. These 
races have been between 2% and 3% miles in length over some 15 brush 
jumps that range anywhere between 3 feet 6 inches to 4 feet in height. Mem- 
bers of the two hunts have been solely responsible for building up this 
steeplechasing and their enthusiasm has carried the fixtures, so that for this 
coming year they have been able to establish a $40,000 steeplechase course 
at Nashville in the Perry Warren Park. 

The story of the success of Bank Robber this year reads somewhat like a 
fiction thriller, defeating all of his rivals in each of the three races by com- 
ing from behind to win in great driving finishes Among those whom he 
defeated beside the local horses was Corrugated who has been well up in the 
running at larger meetings, coming in fourth at the United Hunts over the 
2-mile course of the Cherry Malotte. 

Bank Robber, an 8-year-old black gelding by Hourless—No Quarter, by 
Last Coin was hunted regularly with the Hillsboro Hounds for the last four 
seasons near Nashville, Tennessee, and had won once before in 1937 at Green 
His breeder, Gideon Wade, was watching him run this year and

It takes a bold 
rider to have the courage to wait. In the picture in this issue of Bank Rob- 
ber with his owner and Ernest Hardison, Jr., there is a spirit of victory that 
is hard to match. The boy tired, but victorious, the owner just plain pleased 
to death, and the horse looking the victor that he is, spattered and muddy, 
but game to the last ounce of his strength 

There are many bigger races than the Middle Tennessee Steeplechasing, but 
there are few events that have been run with more enthusiasm or have 
brought out the best interests of racing better. Men such as Mason Hoag- 
land, Gideon Wade, Thomas Kennedy, John Youmans, Hugh Morgan, George 
Schwab and Harrison Field are doing great things in their section of the 


country for the sport of kings,

Front Royal Show 
Saturday Draws 
Farmer-Breeders 


The Front Royal Remount Horse 
Show, held annually at the U. S. 
Remount Depot near Front Royal, 
Va., will take place tomorrow, June 
8. All classes are reported well filled, 
many of which are limited to bona- 
fide Farmer-Breeders (persons 
whose principle means of livelihood 
is farming or breeding, or a com- 
bination of the two). The Open Hun- 
ter and Jumper elasses have drawn 
many entries from this section of the 
state.

To Card June 15 


A new race on the flat, to be 
known as the Roslyn, has been added 
to the card which the United Hunts 
Racing Association will present at 
its Summer Meeting at Roslyn, L. 
I., June 15. This was announced 
by secretary Lewis E. Waring who 
has brought the program up to 6 
events. 

The Roslyn is at 6 furlongs for 
3-year-olds and upward and was ad- 
ded for the benefit of owners who 
have sprinters as well as jumpers. 
This provides a second flat race, the 
other being at 1 1-4 miles.

Under almost any circumstance, 
match races are stimulating to pub- 
lic interest. When two horses are 
sufficiently even in class to cause 
argument then genuine excitement is 
stirred. The first match race in this 
country was won by American Eclipse 
from Sir Charles in Washington, D. 
C., on Nov. 20, 1822. Since that 
time about 112 arguments about 
which was the best horse have been 
settled in this manner, but of these 
only one was run over hurdles and 
one over a steeplechase course. On 
March 9, 1874, Limestone beat Rev- 
enge over hurdles in Charleston, 
South Carolina, and on June 10, 1875 
Bullet beat Trouble in a steeplechase 
at New York’s old Jerome Park. In 
Camden, S. C. on March 30, F. Am- 
brose Clark’s *Bachelor Philip de- 
feated Mrs. E. du Pont Weir’s Gold- 
en Oak over hurdles, and while this 
paper is being printed a match 
steeplechase is in progress at Bel- 
mont Park between Thomas Hitch- 
cock’s *Annibal and L. B. Mayer's 
Ossabaw. 


Good for Prestige 

Match racing can be overdone, cer- 
tainly. During the Seabiscuit—War 
Admiral era there was great danger, 
amid proclamations and _ postpone- 
ments, of the race being ballyhooed 
to death. These two horses’ were 
galloped through miles of statistics, 
but out of their meeting came a pub- 
lic appreciation of the race horse as 
an individual, and the race between 
*Annibal and Ossabaw will influence 
the general public towards an ap- 
preciation of the steeplechaser as a 
race horse.
